Metal Madman Releases New Album And Soars To The Top. 


Nobody ever accused Ozzy 
Osbourne of having a great voice. 
Heck, the 0z himself will be the first to 
admit that when it comes to vocalizing 
there are dozens of rock crooners who 
can sing rings around him. But despite 
his ‘liabilities’, Osbourne has man- 
aged to survive and prosper in the 
wacky world of rock and roll for nearly 
20 years. Why, you may ask? Because 
no one at no place at no time has 
known more about turning on a rock 
and roll crowd than this lovable loon. 
Just give him a stage, a good band and 
about 20,000 fans, and Ozzy is 
guaranteed to put on a performance 
that will take the rock music form to 
new heights of depravity, wildness and 
all-around fun. Recently we got 
together with Mr. Oz to discuss his 
inimitable career. 


Vocal Gods: Ozzy, you've often admitted that 
you're not the best singer around. Why do you 
think you've remained so popular over the years? 
Ozzy Osbourne: | don’t think I'm a bad singer, 
but I'm not a Dio or a Robert Plant. What | have 
is a style that no one else can imitate. | think a 
lot of other singers sound a great deal alike. But 
when it comes to my songs, people know who it 
is singing right away. 


VG: How would you describe your vocal 
technique? 

OO: | just try my fucking best to stay in key 
(laughs.) | don’t think | really have a technique 
that | could discuss. I've been playing in bands 
for so long that it’s just a natural part of me. | 
never had formal training as a singer — it's just 
something | got into when | was a kid. | can't 
really tell you what | do or how | do it. 


VG: To some people your crazy antics — such as 
biting the head off that bat a few years ago — 
have overshadowed your music. How do you feel 
about that? 

00: | think anyone who thinks fans buy an album 
because the guy who made it once bit the head 
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off a bat are crazier than | am. The kids buy the 
albums because they like the music. | accept 
people putting me down as a musician because 
they think everything I've done is a gimmick, but 
| think that the real fans know that's pure shit. 
Yes, I've always done some outrageous things, 
but many of them were done when | was heavily 
into drinking. | don’t think I've really changed 
that much now that I'm healthier, but you won't 
see me biting any more rodents. 


VG: Does playing rock and roll still give you as 
much pleasure as ever? 

00: Honestly, | think | enjoy it more today than 
ever before. This is the first time in my career 
that | can really just concentrate on the music 
and not have to worry about my health or making 
a living. I'm a very lucky man in that | have a 
wonderful family supporting me, and that I've 
been able to make.quite a bit of money over the 
years. | play rock and roll today because | want 
to, not because | have to.

VG: But there's been a great deal of talk recently 
about you giving up music for a movie career. 
OO: That'll be the day! Actually, | have 
considered a number of movie roles, but | finally 
came to my senses and realized that it was just 
my ego talking. | have no reason to be in a movie. 
I'm not an actor, and those people in that 
business move slower than the people in the 
music industry do — if that’s possible. 
Everything in the movies takes forever to get 
done, and that's just not right for me. 


VG: You have a new guitarist in your band, Zakk 
Wylde. What happened to Jake E. Lee? 


00: Jake just developed an attitude | couldn't 
handle. When somebody starts to believe that he 
is a star and too big to show up for rehearsal on 
time, then | can't deal with him anymore. | feel 
sorry for Jake. He’s got a lot of talent, but he has 
some major personality problems, and if those 
continue, he’s going to have a lot of trouble. 


VG: And how did you find Zakk? 

00: When | split with Jake, the rest of my band 
(drummer Randy Castillo and bassist Phil 
Soussan) and myself set up in Los Angeles and 
started auditioning new people. We must have 
gone through hundreds of tapes and live 
auditions and everyone sounded like he was 
copying either Randy Rhoads or someone else. 
We happened to run across Zakk through some 
mutual friends, and he blew us away right from 
the start. Not only did he have an incredible 
knowledge of my musical history — he was able 
to play some Black Sabbath things that | had 
totally forgotten — but he was able to play ina 
totally unique way. He’s from New Jersey, so he 
was able to avoid all the L.A. sound-alike 
players. Zakk’s the best player I've heard since 
Randy Rhoads. 


VG: When do you expect your next album to 
come out? 

00: We're in the studio right now with Roy 
Thomas Baker (of Cars and Queen fame) 
producing the LP. He’s great to work with 
because he knows how to get the most amazing 
instrumental sounds in the world. He can make 
drums sound like cannon fire. Everything has 
been going very well in the studio. Zakk is a 
wonderful songwriter as well as a guitarist, and 
we've come up with some of the best material 
I've had in years. Zakk has made working in this 
band fun again. | must say that at the end of the 
last tour | wasn't really enjoying myself. 


VG: Is that why you haven't released a new 
album in nearly two years? 

00: I've been a fat, lazy fuck and | hate myself 
for it. | need to have a creative outlet in order to 
feel good about myself. When | sit around doing 
nothing for more than a few weeks | lose all my 
self respect. That's when | can get back to 
drinking if I'm not careful. But | don’t want to do 
that now. There are too many exciting things 
going on with this band at the moment to let the 
bottle screw up my life again. a)

The Man Behind The Face 


New Jersey Rocker Gears Up For Next Album Venture As 


Pressure Builds. 


Jon Bon Jovi: “I’m just a regular guy who’s been real lucky.” 


His face is on the wall of countless 
bedrooms around the world. His 
albums have sold a total of nearly ten 
million copies over the last two years. 
It's been estimated that he grossed 
nearly $50,000,000 during 1987 
alone. Yup, no two ways about it, Jon 
Bon Jovi is one happenin’ dude. But 
unlike so many of his rock contempor- 
aries, this good-looking New Jersey 
native hasn't let his incredible success 
go to his head. Sure, he’s bought a nice 
new house, and he’s got a new set of 
wheels — but he’s still the calm, cool, 
thoughtful person he’s always been, 
something we discovered during this 
recent interview. 


Vocal Gods: Jon, as you look back at the 
incredible success you've had over the last two 
years, do you still find it hard to believe? 

Jon Bon Jovi: Absolutely. In my mind nothing 
has really changed. I'm still the same person | 
was five years ago, and | still have the same 
friends and same girlfriend. But some people 
want to treat me differently. That's what | find a 
little strange. Hey, I'm no different than anybody 
else. 


VG: But somebody who has become an 
international star is a little different isn't he? 
JBJ: It depends what you mean by that. | still 
don't like traveling in limos and having people 
around me who are supposed to watch out for 
me. | feel really uncomfortable that way. I'd 
rather just drive myself in a regular car and hang 
out with friends. If I'm a star — and | really don't 
like that word — then I'll put up with having a 
Lear jet take us between gigs. But we do that 
only because it’s the only way we could survive 
12 straight months on tour. We paid our dues on 
busses, believe me.

VG: But when you look in the mirror in the 
morning, what do you see? 

JBJ: A guy who usually needs a shave (laughs.) 
Actually, | see a regular guy who's been real 
lucky. It's great that people have been able to 
get off on the music we make, but the guys | 
hang out with aren't about to get swelled heads 
about it. If anyone in the band ever let his ego 
get in the way, the other guys would shoot him 
down faster than you can believe! We're all like 
brothers, and we were together when we had to 


fight to rub two dimes together, and we're even 
tighter today. | think all of us can look in the 
mirror and like what we see. 


VG: Do you feel any pressure knowing that you'll 
now have a new album that will be compared to 
Slippery When Wet? 

JBJ: That's really two questions. Of course I'm a 
bit nervous about how people will accept the 
next album, and about how well it will do. But I'm 
not feeling any pressure as far as making it a

good album. We've been writing an unbelievable 
amount of material, and most of the songs are 
really good. We enjoy writing songs, and most of 
the things we've come up with we think are the 
best things we've ever done. | know we played a 
few of them for the road crew during sound 
checks at the end of the last tour, and those guys 
— who are areal tough audience — just loved ‘em. 


VG: There's been talk that the next record may 
be a two-record set. Any truth to those rumors? 
JBJ: (Laughing) Oh man, everybody wants to 
make up stories about us. We don’t know what's 
even going to be on the next record, so how can 
anyone outside the band know it's supposed to 
be a double-record set? | don't know if anything 
like that might happen. We'll probably have 
enough songs to do something like that. But 
knowing us, we'll just weed out the ones we like 
the most and make a really special record. 


VG: Before Slippery When Wet came out, you 
said you wanted that record to be your Born To 
Run. ls Springsteen still a big influence on you? 
JBJ: Hey, | grew up in the bars of New Jersey, 
so people like Springsteen, Southside Johnny 
and all those guys will always be very important 
to me. It’s true that | wanted the last album to be 
as important to our career as Born To Run was 
to Springsteen's, but when people started 
reading that they started comparing us to him, | 
don't see any comparison. He's best at what he 
does — we tend to be quite different. All we 
wanted to do was capture some of the intensity 
he brought to his live performance. Watching 
him on stage was a big influence on our stage 
show. The man gives his all for three hours every 
night. After touring as long as we did last year, 
| don’t know how he does it. 


VG: How has success changed your musical 
perspectives? 

JBJ: I'm not really sure what you mean. If you're 
asking do | go home now and listen to elevator 
music because we've had a hit record, the 
answer is no! But! guess you're asking If we'll be 
changing our sound much on the next record, and 
the answer there is no, too. We're real happy 
with the kind of music we make. We're able to do 
anything from hard rockers like Raise Your 
Hands to ballads like Wever Say Goodbye. Our 
records have always had a lot of different styles 
on them. But | think it’s safe to say that if you 
liked our earlier albums, you'll like the next one 
too. 


VG: When you look ahead at the possibility of 
another year-long tour staring you in the face, 
how do you feel? 
JBJ: Hey, | love it. I'm a musician, and that's all 
| ever wanted to be. I've told people over and 
over again that I'm not doing this to become a 
movie star or appear on some soft drink 
commercial. I'll get on stage and play any chance 
| get because that’s what | do best, and that's 
what | like doing best. Maybe if | had to think 
about a year-long tour as a whole, I'd be a little 
worried about living through that. But last year 
was the best year of my life, and I'll do anything 
that’s necessary to recapture that great feeling 
again. oO

Diamonds and Rust 


No performer has come to symbol- 
ize the style and spirit of heavy metal 
over the last decade more than David 
Lee Roth. Both during his stay with Van 
Halen, and more recently on his own, 
Diamond Dave has been rock’s 
premier bump ‘n grind sex symbol with 
both his hip-shaking gyrations turning 
on millions of fans from Topeka to 
Tokyo. Today, with his second solo LP, 
Skyscraper further establishing his 
stellar credentials, Roth finds himself 
near the peak of his illustrious career, 
a fact we discussed during this 
interview. 


Vocal Gods: Dave, how much satisfaction do you 
get from the success you've had in your post Van 
Halen careerr? 

David Lee Roth: You know what's kind of funny? 
This time not that many people have even 
mentioned Van Halen to me. They're another 
band at this point, and my relationship with them 
is totally in the past. | love the music we created 
back then, and yes, | am pleased by the reaction 
the fans have had to my music over the last few 
years. But I'm really not surprised by it. The 


people know what kind of music | make, and they | 
showed they liked it in the past. If they liked’ 


what | did with Van Halen, they should like what 
I'm doing today even better. 


VG: Your music seems more diverse than ever on 
Skyscraper. 

DLR: I've always had a lot of different 
influences. I'm not the kind of guy who goes 
home at night and pops the same two cassettes 
on night-after-night. | like everything from soul 
music to some old Jolson stuff. | like to think that 
all influences pop up in my music. But on this 
album we have gone for a diverse kind of sound, 
and a real sophisticated way of presenting it. 
There are songs on this album that we expect 
people to get off on the first time they hear ‘em. 
There are others that'll grow on ‘em as they 
listen over and over again. And then there are 
the long-distance tracks that | hope people will 
be listening to 20 years from now.

VG: Your vocals seem very polished and 
confident this time. What happened to the old 
“let's get it done on the first take’ philosophy? 
DLR: (Laughing) Hey, | wasn't in any rush to go 
home; | was having a great time in the studio 
with this album. It's the first time | really was 
responsible for an album's production, and | 
wanted to make sure the record had a great 
sound whether it was my vocals or Steve Vai's 
guitar. Since there wasn't anyone there to really 
kick me in the ass and make me work harder, | 
had to do it to myself. 


VG: How did you manage to motivate the other 
guys in the band as producer? 

DLR: Well, | should take back what | just said 
because Stevie really pushed me, and | pushed 
him. We didn’t hold back any punches. If he 
thought | could do a better vocal, he'd tell me, 
and if | thought he was going through the 
motions on a solo, Id get out there and really tell 
him. There were a lot of sparks flying in there, 
but it was great! We both loved it. 


VG: Obviously Billy Sheehan didn't love it — 
he’s out of the band. What happened there? 
DLR: We just had a parting of the ways — it's 
that simple. | certainly have nothing personal 
against Billy, and getting rid of him was a real 
tough decision. He’s a brilliant bassist, and his 
playing on this album proves that. But the fact is 
that the music | do needs a certain stability, and 
sometimes Billy's too fast and too talented for 
his own good. My music needs a very strong 
rhythmic bottom, and sometimes Billy wasn't 
there. But now we have Matt Bissonette in the 
band, and he’s a great musician who under- 
stands when to hold back and when to let loose. 
We're thrilled to have him with us. 


VG: You're on the road with a new tour. What are 
you doing differently this time? 

DLR: | always have fun on the road, so I'm not 
trying to do anything differently. You know the 
truth is that we only make records as an excuse 
to get back on tour. That's where rock and roll 
really comes alive. It's a lot more fun getting on 
stage in front of 15,000 people than it is singing 
into a microphone in the studio with only a 
cleaning lady hanging around. 


VG: Some people have said you've left your 
metal roots behind on this album — how do you 
answer them? 

DLR: As | said earlier, my influences are really 
diverse — and | want them to be that way. Those 
same people said | wasn't even a rock and roll 
performer anymore after Crazy From The Heat 
came out, and | think we proved something to 
‘em on Eat ‘Em And Smile. There's some great 
hard rock — real Big Rock — on this record, but 
there are some other interesting things on there, 
too. 


VG: If you could write your own musical epitaph, 
what would it be? 

DLR: | certainly hope I'm not ready for that 
(laughs.) But | guess if | had to do that at some 
distant point it would be that | made some good 
music and made a lot of people happy. I've been 
doing this a long time now, and | think that | 
know what people want to see and hear when 
they come to a show or buy an album. | give it to 
‘em because I'm a big fan myself. | just make 
records and shows that | know |'d like to see. So 
far, that’s worked pretty well. 
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It’s the sound of the late ‘80s — power metal 
— that bizarre musical byproduct that features 
death, doom and destruction. Its savage 
instrumental attack and blood-curdling lyri- 
cal forays have won over a new legion of metal 
mongers, most of whom have had their fill of 
the satin ‘n lace finery of most mainstream 
metal rockers. So now in honor of the form's 
coming of age, we proudly salute power 
metal’s main men. ,

Steven Tyler is a legend. That 
information neither amazes or annoys 
Aerosmith’s 36 year-old frontman. He 
accepts his position in the rock 
hierarchy with a calm control that is in 
sharp contrast to his whirling dervish 
stage behavior. But then, after a dozen 
years in the rock and roll meatgrinder, 
having suffered the highs of platinum 
albums and the lows of drug addiction, 
Tyler has learned to take most 
everything in stride. About the only 
things that get him excited these days 
are a beautiful lady and talking about 
his favorite subject — Aerosmith. We 
discussed wine, women and song with 
Steverino during a recent break in 
Aerosmith’s current Permanent Vaca- 
tion world tour.

We never denied that, but we took 
that influence and made it go in a direction all 
our own. What bothers me about some of the 
bands | see today is that they seem happy to be 
clones of other groups. They don't seem 
interested in doing anything new or original. 


VG: Is there anything new or original to be done 
in the world of rock? 

ST: That's actually a pretty good question, 
because sometimes it seems like every good 
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idea was used up in rock and roll about 1955. 
But that doesn't mean that everyone has to dress 
the same and act the same. | think that's really 
kind of silly. 


VG: Your problems with drugs have been well 
documented. How difficult is it staying clean on 
the road? 

ST: It's never easy. You have so many so-called 
friends hanging around at every tour stop who 
want to slip you something that'll make you feel 
good. Sometimes when you've been on tour for 
a long time and you're really run down, the 
temptation is still there. But thankfully | have 
strong people around me who watch my ass. On 
top of that, I'm pretty strong when | want to be, 
and there’s nothing in the world that's gonna 
ruin the fun I'm having with this band right now. 
Drugs did that once, and | swear I'll never let that 
happen again. 


VG: What do you do when you're feeling down 
on the road? 

ST: Hey, with the record selling well, and the 
tour doing great business, why should | feel 
down? But that’s bullshit, isn't it? We all feel 
down every now and then. As | said before, I'm 
real lucky because we have some cool people on 
the road, and they're real good for me to have 
around. 


VG: How has Aerosmith managed to keep its 
sound so fresh and alive after a dozen years? 
ST: If you think about it, we really haven't been 
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together as a band for all that time. Joe and Brad 
(Whitford) broke away for about five years, so 
when we all got back together again a few years 
ago, it was like it was a new band. Yeah, 
Aerosmith’s been around a long, long time, but 
maybe the break we had was the best thing that 
ever happened to us. We worked so damn hard 
on this album because we didn't want to sit back 
and live on what we did in the past. We had a lot 
to prove with this record. When we did Done 
With Mirrors last time, we were just so happy to

be back together that we didn't really spend as 
much time as we should have on the music. With 
this album we explored every avenue before 
recording it. That's why it's one of the best 
fucking Aerosmith albums ever. 


VG: How do you rate yourself as a vocalist? 

ST: | get by. I'm not gonna sit here and say I'm 
the greatest singer in the world, but | think | have 
a lot of feeling in my voice. | grew up listening to 
the blues singers, and the first generation white 
blues rockers. Those are my influences. Those 


guys communicated a lot of feeling with their 
voices — even if they weren't the best technical 
singers around. 


VG: Before we were talking about the influence 
Aerosmith has had on a new generation of 
bands. Why do you think that is? 

ST: | guess the simple answer is that we were 
one of the big hard rock bands when most of 
them were teenagers, so they naturally listened 
to us a lot. But there's probably more to it than 
that. Aerosmith has always played a real strong, 
fun kind of music, and that’s probably the most 
appealing kind of music there is. We were never 
the best musicians on the planet, so the younger 
bands related to that too. We just wanted to be 
a successful garage band that played with a lot 
of feeling. | think that's probably the most 
appealing thing about us. We never were 
pretentious. 


VG: You seem to love being a rock star. Do you 
ever get tired of it? 

ST: | really dig what | do. But sometimes there is 
a lot of pressure. It’s not the easiest life because 
you are constantly traveling. But that’s part of 
the fun too. | don’t know where me as a rock star 
ends and the real me begins. Oh hell, that’s not 
true — | do know. But sometimes, specially on 
the road, those two do get kind of blurred 
together. But the guy you see on stage really is 
me. It's what | love doing more than anything 
else, and if | have my way, I'll be doing it for the 
rest of my life. oO
